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Rising Meat Prices— 


There seems to be plenty of mystery surrounding the high 


prices charged for meat over the. Pacific coast. All. kinds of 
alibis have been presented. 
Dry weather, with no range 


feed, and scarcity of range cattle as a consequence. Com- 
binations on the part of big meat barons, controlling the 
price. 
General prosperity in the country, which means a 


greater consumption, and the consequent raise in price on the 
basis of supply and demand. 


But the citizens of the southern California area do not 


suffer these prices to continue, as is the case in areas where 
food varieites dwindle in the winter months. Here, if meat 
is prohibitive in price, we buy more vegetables, and get along 
very well indeed. Where green groceries can be obtained the 
year around, the price of meat isn't such a factor. • When we 
learn that the price is too high to be economical, we patron- 
ize the vegetable man a little stronger. 


Be Merciful— 


One of the newspapers of the valley points out again that 


the business man is the goat for every charity drive. 
He's 


the guy that gets the petition first. He digs up for every 
worthy cause and otherwise. Other citizens may be doubly 
able to give, but the business man is the easiest to approach. 


The small town business man has a real problem these 


days. He's up against the big town competition every min- 
ute. He is confronted with a constantly rising overhead. He 
must fight for every piece of business he gets. He has always 
been a good citizen, from the standpoint of digging up for 
every "drive."' He gives the home town the best service of 
which he is capable. He works long hours. 


In the big towns the big concerns set aside a budget for 


this sort of thing, and the customers are the ones that pay it. 
Generally, the donation in a small town comes from that 
source which might have been profit. 
When a small town 


business man gives a few dollars here and there, you can bet 
that it comes out of his own pocket. It's a real sacrifice. 


Two More flays to Register— 


Citizens may register up until midnight tomorrow (Satur- 


day), October sixth, and be eligible to vote on Tuesday, No- 
vember sixth. Failing to register means that your" name will 
not be on the list when you enter the polls. 


If you have registered since the first of the year and have 


not moved since that time, your name will be on the list of 
voters. It is estimated that about three hundred citizens in 
the Covina city and valley have not registered this year. 
They may have positive opinions concerning Herbert Hoover 
or Al Smith, but they will have to take it out in talking. 
They can't vote unless they register within the next two days. 


Ten Minutes From a Good Town— 


A mass of real estate advertising appears in the metro- 


politan newspapers every day, with a general barrage all 
along the line on Sunday. 


And running thru many of the ads is the statement: "This 


property is just ten minutes from a good town over fine roads, 
etc." 


It is a real asset to be near a good town. Property-own- 


ers can cash in twenty-five to thirty-five per cent on this item. 
No matter how fine the soil, no matter how fine the buildings, 
the ranch that is forty miles from a good village is mostly out 
of luck when a transfer is contemplated. 


A good town is made by cooperation. 
It means intelli- 


- gent participation on the part of everyone. Good towns don't 


just happen. It takes a couple of thousand boosters to make 
a town. Men and women who will make an inquiry at the 
local store before they buy elsewhere. If you can't buy at 
a reasonable figure in your town, then it isn't a good town. 
But when you analyze every phase of the home market, 
you'll admit, if you are fair, that the home town is giving 
the service and the goods at a reasonable price. 


The way to build up local business is to get comparisons. 


We know a man who spends two-thirds of his income in a 
small town because he gets big town prices first. When the 
big town beats the little town, he tells the home merchant 
about it. You'd be surprised how much business goes away 
from the home town just because the big town is eternally 
advertising, not because prices are any more attractive. Give 
your local merchant a ring on the telephone. Tell him what 
you're going to buy. At least six times out of ten he'll give 
you a better deal than the downtown store. It's worth trying.
